Buddhism is still 
tho predominating faith, but Christianity is 
rapidly establishing itself among tlw more 
intellectual classes, although many of tho 
high officials express extreme bitterness to tho 
doctrine mid its introduction. This bitterness 
is so great that to profess Christianity means 
tlw loss of an olllcial position. Tho people- 
uro not conservative, however, and it is only' 
a Question of timo when, tho Ch.-isliaji faith 
will ba accepted throughout tho country. In 
all tho largo cities public schools aru main- 
tained, anil it is compulsory that after attain- 
ing a certain ago childron shall bo sent to 
schuol. In Tokio there aro two largo law 
schools, ono of which Li conducted in the 
French and the other in tho English language. 
Added to these Is an engineering college, with 
its library of over 20,^'X) volumes and ita ex- 
tcnsivo laboratories, which have been recently 
merged with the Imperial college, 


THE EJIPEUOIl'3 rilOJUSES. 


"Political affairs aro not beliind in tho on- 


ward march of civilization, and the chief ex- 
citement of tho country now Ls the- prepara- 
tion for tho national assembly promised for 
1800. 
The ground is already purchased and 


tho .assembly .buildings commenced, although 
thero i.', naturally some misapprehension on 
the part ot suspicious minds that tho govern- 
ment may not carry out its promises to the 
people. As it now stands, the government is 
in the hands of tho emperor, assisted by the 
senate and houso of lords, which in Japanese 
is called 'Ger.-ro-in.' Tho national assembly 
will bo composed of representatives elected 
by tho people from tho various districts into 
which tho country Is divided, thus making 
tho empire a partial republic. Laws regard- 
ing press criticism and public speech aro very 
stringent, and in neither is criticism of tho 
government allowed. Regarding Japan's re- 
lations with America I am able to spcal; at 
length. My visit to thia country- is in tho in- 
terest of an extension of tho mercantile 
traffic. Tho United States and its people aro 
regarded with great respect by tho Japanese, 
and in thoir eyes, as Tho Jiji Shimpo, ono of 
tlw leading journals, expresses it, 'America 
stands out in tho world liko a blossoming 
plum branch among a thicket of brambles, 
diffusing a rich fragnmoo and coicpeiUng tho 
admiration of oil for her great namo and 
vigorous policy.' 


"America is Japan's largest customer in a 


commercial way, while, 0:1 tho other hand, 
nono of tho staple products of tho United 
States, except kerosene, mid their way to 
Japan, 


"Tho 
railroads of-Japan ore constantly be- 


ing extended and thero 'ore now six com- 
panies, embracing about TOO miles of road. 
Theso aro equipped with English locomo- 
tives, cars and rails, but Germany Is making 
every effort to secure this trade, and a con- 
tract has recently been awarded to German 
linns for furnishing tho roils for eight years. 
You would bo surprised to see American 
street cars roUing along tho streets of Tokio, 
but thero are many of tuom, and these with 
tho jinriklslm, or pullman care, aro tho prin- 
cipal public conveyances. The latter may be 
hired for sovonty-llvo cents a day, and the 
street cars carry passengers for a moderate 
charge, ranging from two to eight cents, uc- 
con'.ing to the distance traveled.1'—San Fran- 
cisco Chroniclo.
